Gentiemen: In compliance 
with the resolution passed by 
your honorable body on April 
10, 1922, that the Board of Fire

Somewhere laid 
down in the statutes of the State 
of Illinois this conduct by police 
officers is expressly prohibited 
and a penalty provided for such 
violation. We most strenuously 
object to the intimidation of 
witnesses or their counsel, 
whether they be Federal, State 
of those before the Police Board. 

We, as your Fire and Police 
Commissioners, believe that the 
Chief of Police knows or should 
know of conditions in his de- 
partment and his failure to take 
action in the case meets with the 
severe criticism and disapproval 
of the board. Police officers, as 
well as others, must at all times 
show marked respect for law 
and order. We disapprove of 
the display of weapons by police 
officers in preserving order at 
one of the public hearings of 
the Police Board.

Recent Statute Cited. 

Glendy B. Arnold and Edward M. 
Rassett, intervening for the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce remind the 
Court that the last Legislature 
enacted a statute now in operation, 
authorizing cities of not less than 
200,000 nor more than 600,000 popu- 
lation to adopt zoning ordinances. 
This applies only to Kansas City. 

In asking the court to restrict its 
decision to that section of the ordi- 
nance applying to junk yards, these 
attorneys declare that St. Louis had 
not asked for a statute similar to 
that for Kansas City because it had 
been thought that the city charter 
contained all the police power of the 
State concerning cities. However,

JUDICIARY—CONTINUED. 
HE Supreme Court at present 
consists of Division No. 1, with 
four members, and Division No. 
2, with three members. Each divi- 
gion has to assist it a commission of 
three members. There are three 
courts of appeals, each with three 
members, and three commissioners 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals. 
This makes a total of 25 Judges and 
commissioners of the higher courts. 
There are also 38 judicial circuits, 
each with at least one Circuit Judge. 

The Greene, Jasper and St. Louis 
County circuits each have two 
Judges, making a total of 67 Circuit 
Judges. The-e are also a number of 
special criminal courts and courts of 
common pleas, but, for the most 
part, these courts gre held by the 
Judges of the circuits in which they 
are located. In 1921 the General As- 
sembly passed a bill abolishing t>e 
*s circuits and some o”% the special 
courts, and creating 34 new judicial 
circuits. As this bill was held up 
by referenium petitions, a new 
meastre creating the same number 
of circuits Was passed at an extra 
session in the same year 

This act was declared unconstit 
tional, the Sypreme Court holding 
that the referendum on any meas- 
ure prevented the Legislature from 
acting on that subject until the vot- 
ers had passed on the original meas- 
ure that had been referred to them. 
There is a county court of three 
members elected in each county with 
jurisdiction in road cases and minor 
judicial matters, but whose main 
business is the administration of 
county affairs. Two or more Jus- 
ices of the P@ace are chosen for

[al courts are provided for cities. 

Dissatisfaction Was Widcxpread. 

Despite the efforts made by con- 
titutional Gmendment and statute 
io expedite and improve the admin- 
istration of justice, criticism and de- 
mand for reforms continued to be 
manifested. So widespread was the 
dissatis{action that Gov. Major in 
1914 appointed a code commission 
of 15 lawyers and Judges to consider 
the revision and simplification of the 
Civil and criminal procedure of the 
State. This commission in its re- 
port stated that the demands for re- 
form were “First, for a simplified 
ond legs expensive procedure: sec- 
end a reasonable responec to 
Changing conditions on the part of 
courte; and, third, for a higher 
professional standard at the bar.” 
:he commission drafted 18 bills em- 
bodying its recommendations for 
changes in the statutes and some of 
these were carried into effect by 
legislation Recognizing that per- 
manent relief could be secured 
through changes in the organic law. 
the commission submitted the fol- 
lowing statement in support of its 
recommendation for the calling of a 
Constitutional convention: 

“As heretofore suggested. there 
are certain conditions in our pres- 
ent system of procedure which can 
be remedied only by constitutional 
amendment. The experience of the 
past several elections has demon. 
Sirated the fact that our people are 
AN inclined to modify our organic 
law by piecemeal. 

“We believe that we have too 
miny kinds courts. Multiplicity 
of courts creates confusion and loss 
Of judicial efficiency with  conse- 
qvent increased expense to the State 
and litigants 

"To accomplish a reasonable re- 
Organigation and unification of our 
courts, and to effectuate a number 
of the vital and most. desired 
changes in our procedure. a_ re- 
drafting of tuc entire article of the 
Constitution relating to the judicial 
department the State would be 
necessary, or else the submission of 
many separate amendments, which.

By the Associated Press. 

OPE for the successful out- 
H come of the Genoa confer- 
ence as a notable aid in 
achieving the establishment of 
peace on a secure basis was ex- 
pressed by Pope Pius in his no- 
table letter to Cardinal Gaspar- 
ri, which has aroused deep in- 
terest in conference circles here. 
The text of the letter reads: 
“The keen desire by which we 
are animated to see established 
in the world a new peace which 
does not merely consist in a 
cessation of hostilities, but 
principally YA spiritual recon- 
ciliation causes us to follow 
with solicitous attention, in fact, 
with anxious trepidation, the 
work of the Genoa conference. 
Asks for Prayer for Success. 


“We have already invited our 
faithful people to invoke with 
fervent prayer the benedictions 
of God on this conference. We 
cannot hide the intense satisfac- 
tion we feel at seeing removed, 
thanks to the good will of all, 
the serious obstacles which, from 
the very beginning, seemed to 
make the possibility of agree- 
ment remote. 

“Nobody, in fact, can deubt 
that the happy issue of such a 
great assemblage, which includes 
representatives of all the civil- 
ized nations, will mark a his- 
torical date for Christian civil- 
ization, especially in Europe, the

Illinois Central System Clears Up Point 
About Railway Net Income 


The net railway operating income of the Class I railroads of the United States 
for 1921 was at the rate of 3.31 per cent upon their tentative valuation as established 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission for rate-making purposes. Many have con- 
strued this to mean that the railroads realized a net income of 3.31 per cent available 
for dividends, enlargements and improvements. This is far from beimg true. There 
is a great difference between ‘‘net railway operating income” and “‘ret income. ”’ 


Accounting methods are prescribed for the railroads by the Interstate Commeree 
Commission, and they are uniform for all railroads After all operating expenses and 
taxes have been provided for, and uncollectible accounts have been deducted, and after 
fands have been set aside for the payment of rentals on equipment and jomt facih- 
ties. the balance left over from revenues is called ‘‘net railway operating income,”’ 
which was for 1921 the 3.31 per cent referred to. Most railroads have some income 
from sources other than railway operations, such as interest and dividends on secum- 
ties owned, which, added to the ‘‘net railway operating income,’’ constitutes what ts 
known as ‘‘gross income.”

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There are certain fixed charges, however, which must be paid before the “‘net 
income”’ is established, chief among these being interest on the bonds and the rental 
of leased lines. After making deductions for these, it is estimated that there was 
practically nothing left of either the ‘‘net railway operating income”’ of 3.51 per cent 
or the “gross income.”” In other words, the railroads had no ‘‘net income’’ for 1921. 


Some railroads fared better than others during 1921, just as some business mer 
and farmers fared better than others. Preferable location, foresighted management, 
wuperior machinery with which to work—these are elements which have their infin- 
ence in the showing made by a railroad, as they have m every other business enter- 


prise. 

The railroads cannot serve the publie adequately unless they are able to enlarge 
and improve their properties as the requirements of the eonntry for transportation 
service develop. In order for the railroads to grow, their securities must be attrac. 
tive to investors, for the funds they reeeive from the issuance of securities are used 


in improving their properties. 


The Illinois Central System, in common with other railroads, is striving to render 
a service of satisfaction. It is eager to continue to improve and enlarge its facilities, 
so that its plant may always be a little in advance of the needs of its patrons. An 
overioaded machine is never efficient, and if the overioadmeg continres for any length 
of time the machine must necessarily deteriorate. 


This statement is made in the interest of a better understanding of railway prob- 
lems. We ask that our patrons view the railway problem in its true light: that thev 
realize that every obstacle placed in the path of railway progress rebounds anainst 
them, as much as against the railroads themselves, and that the interests of the rail- 
roads and the interests of the public are inseparable.
